Ebelhardt on Early Closing 


Paul Ebelhardt wasn't able to attend the 
second annual round-table of The Jockey 
Club at Saratoga. so we dropped in at 
Calumet Farm to give him a chance to 
comment on some of the comments we 
had taken from the meeting. 

“Tm not opposed to all early-closing 
stakes.” he said. “It’s just that I think 
they’ve been abused. You read the study 
that was presented to The Jockey Club 


through Marshall Cassidy. It’s all in 
there: closing dates on March 1 and 
October 1. If you confine 2-yedr-old 


racing to the fall of the year. you stay to 
the original intention of early-closing 
stakes.” 

Did Ebelhardt agree with a remark made 
at the round-table. that closing future 
stakes on 2 dates would work a financial 
hardship for small breeders? “Of course 
not. In the first place, if there weren't 
any early-closing stakes run before the 
fall of the year. many stakes would be 
eliminated. The early-closing stakes re- 
maining should have small nomination 
fees, maybe $10 or $20, and the big pay- 
ments should be reserved for passing the 
entry box and starting. With the present 
high sales prices. high purses. and breed- 
ers awards. a breeder ought to be able to 
carry this as part of his operation.” 

Could he agree with a suggestion made 
at the round-table that the closing deadline 
should be November 1 rather than October 
1? “I suggested October 1 because that 
date precedes very closely the big 2-year- 
old racing, and the final payment would 
be close to the running of the race.” 

‘Look at it this way.” he said. “The way 
we are going now, there is a tremendous 
expense keeping up with all these nomina- 
tions. And there’s the confusion—every- 
one experiences that. So along comes 
Swaps. and he’s not eligible for the Santa 
Anita Maturity; and then Needles. and 
he’s not eligible for the Belmont Futurity. 
Maybe the best horses in the country can’t 
run because long ago they weren’t nomin- 
ated.” 

One of Ebelhardt’s principal objections 
to future-type races run early in the year 
is the risk that trainers assume when own- 
ers ask them to “force” young horses in 
order to run them in races for which the 
owners have made eligibility payments. 
“In the first place,” he said. “many winter 
tracks don’t welcome 2-year-olds. Con- 
sequently. a trainer maybe doesn’t have a 
chance to handle his 2-year-olds until 
spring, and then there isn’t time enough 
to comfortably get them ready for some of 
these early-closing races. In the second 
place. these races draw only about 30 per 
cent of the available 2-year-olds.” 

“One other thing I wish you'd say: every- 
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one ought to express an opinon on this 
question of early closings. Unless my 
suggestions—and everyone else’s sugges- 
tions—are deliberately torn apart and ex- 
plored. we're not going to get anywhere. 
For example. there is some consideration 
being given to quarterly payments instead 
of the 2 payments I suggested. Maybe it 
would work better. maybe it would be 
insurance against burdening the small 
breeder. I don’t know about that—but I 
do know we have to discuss this problem 
for the good of the associatons and the 
horsemen.” 


The Swaps-Nashua Pool 


What happened to Swaps in his match 
with Nashua at Washington Park August 
31 intrigued Jeremiah Courtney, Wash- 
ington attorney. less than what happened 
to the mutuel pool. The day after the race 
he wrote the editor of The Blood-Horse: 

“The Nashua backers got 120 per cent 
on their money. If Swaps had won, his 
backers would have gotten 30 per cent 
on their money. If you divide the differ- 
ence between 200 per cent and 150. per 
cent by 2. you get what seems to me to be 
a 25 per cent take. 

“The best odds men in the business. the 
Armstrong Scratch Sheet, posted the pre- 
race odds against Nashua at 8 to 5 and 
made Swaps 1 to 3. Swaps would have 
paid even less than 1 to 3. although we 
won't quibble about the difference between 
3 to 10 and 1 to 3. But what happened 
to Nashua’s 8 to 5 when Swaps would 
have paid almost exactly what Armstrong’s 
figured him to pay? You are pretty good 
with figures. What do you make of it?” 

The total pool was $174.737. of which 
$107.359 was bet on Swaps. $67.378 on 
Nashua. With 14 per cent take deducted. 
there was left $150.273.82 for distribution 
to the winning bettprs. less breakage to 
the dime. The $67.378 bet on Nashua was 
equivalent to 33,689 $2 tickets. and $150.- 
273.82 divided by 33.689 figured out at 
$4.46 per $2 bet. The pay-off was $4.40. 
and totaled $148.231.60. The total take 
was 15.2 per cent. 

With Swaps winning. the players would 
have got a rougher deal. The play on 
Swaps was equivalent to 53.67915 $2 
tickets; $150.273.82 divided by this figure 
comes out $2.79946—not enough to make 
the pay-off $2.80. The 19.946 cents woul? 
have gone into the breakage if Swaps had 
won. and the pay-off would have been 
$2.60. In that case the backers of Swans 
would have collected $139.566.70. and the 
total take-off ($35.170.30) would have 
been 20.1 per cent.

NEW YORK 
Another Hurdle Hurdled 


The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion this week approved the purchase of 
the 4 New York Thoroughbred racing 
associations by the Greater New York 
Association. Inc. By a ruling of the com- 
mission. the GNYA will assume manage- 
ment of the tracks on October 4 and will 
conduct the remainder of the Belmont 
Park meeting and the Jamaica fall meet- 
ing. which will open on October 22. 

B. A. Tompkins. administrative presi- 
dent of the association, said present of- 
ficials and track personnel would conduct 
the Belmont and Jamaica meetings. 

At a hearing on September 27, Tomp- 
kins. Christopher T. Chenery, and John 
W. Hanes outlined the association’s plans. 
with background material showing how 
the price for each track was determined 
and describing the association’s plan for 
paying off the $47,000,000 debt. 

Chenery said negotiations for the pur- 
chase of stock had begun in 1954. He 
said all of the figures agreed upon had 
been reached by compromise. “We had 
2 thoughts in mind during the negotia- 
tions. We wanted to be sure that we 
weren't paying too much for the stock. 
but at same time we were paying enough 
so that the stockholders would agree to 
sell at that figure.” 

Final prices were $325 a share for Ja- 
maica. $183 for Aqueduct. $102.50 for 
Saratoga. and $91 for Belmont. At least 
two-thirds of the stockholders of each 
track agreed to the sale, and outstanding 
shares will be bought at the same prices. 

The commission also: 

1. Granted an exclusive 25-year fran- 
chise to the Greater New York Associa- 
tion, Inc.. to conduct race meetings for 
running races and/or steeplechases. 

2. Granted a franchise to the associa- 
tion to conduct pari-mutuel wagering at 
enfranchised meetings. 

3. Approved a proposal for paying off 
the association’s debts. (Tompkins said 
the association planned to allot the first 
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$5,000,000 of its annual pari-mutuel take 
to debt retirement.) 

The association’s next step will be to 
present plans for new or remodeled 
tracks to the commission. A building 
committee headed by Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
is expected to have a report next year. 
Ashley T. Cole. chairman. 
asked if the association planned to oper- 
ate at least 2 tracks in the vicinity of 
New York City. Tompkins said, “The 
importance of having at least 2 good 
tracks in the metropolitan area is recog- 
nized. as well as that of continuing racing 
at Saratoga.”

Shawmut Stable’s 5-year-old mare Gains- 
boro Girl. which had fractured a shoulder 
in a 3-horse fall during the running of 
the Beldame Handicap on September 17, 
was destroyed 4 days later.

Richard Jenks 
got her for his Shawmut Stable for $7.700 
in a 1953 Belmont Park paddock sale. 
She was a half-sister to Saggy and Sea 
O Erin, *Chantress’ only other foals of 
racing age.

The Stumble-Up Start 


Atiantic Crry. One of the conditions 
of the United) Nations Handicap on 
September 24 was a sentence which read: 
“In the event any horses are starters who 
have started from an American 
starting gate, upon the request of the own- 
er of such horse. the start shall be a walk- 
up start.” Therein lies the story of the 
race.

Of the 8 starters. only Martin Fabiani’s 
Klairon. flown here from France expressly 
for the “Triple Turf Classic.” had never 
broken from the American gate. Con- 
sequently the race had a walk-up start— 
and a ragged one it was. 

Prince Hill, second choice at 7 to 2, 
stumbled at the bell. spilling Joe Culmone 
backwards. and ran off riderless with his 
field. Fortunately, he kept clear of the 
others and “finished” hard by the outside 
hedge. Chevation likewise was unprepared 
at the break, but Nick Shuk grabbed for 
leather when his mount stumbled, and 
recovered in time to make the pace. 

*Blue Choir, top-weighted at 126 and 
backed down to even money, was behind 
Chevation, Kaster. and Boy d’Amour dur- 
ing the early running. He made a power- 
ful move between turns. caught Chevation 
in the straightaway, and moved off to win 
with all the authority his price would 
suggest. 

*Blue Choir’s time of 2:00. considering 
the soggy condition of the course and the 
ease with which he won, was quite satis- 
factory. albeit well off *Iceberg II’s record 
of 1:5545. The unfortunate elimination 
of Prince Hill, the American Bred win- 
ner, removed the most formidable opposi- 
tion. The win gave jockey Bill Hartack 
his second straight success in Atlantic 
City’s richest race. 


The Visitors from France 


Klairon which had never run farther 
than a mile until he came to these shores, 
raced well to finish third, beaten about 
714 lengths. Jean Deforge, second-ranked 
jockey in France, allowed his mount to 
drop out of contention for the early fur- 
longs. harboring his speed for a later run. 
The Frenchman made a strong rush to 
reach Chevation pulling out of the back- 
stretch, but lacked the bottom to stay 1,3; 
miles in such company. Rated one of 
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France’s best milers. Klairon was the lone 
3-vear-old in the field. 

Traveling man Cyril Carratt—who rode 
Ping Pong. runner-up to Pearlweed in 
the 1935 Prix du Jockey Club (French 
Derby )—kept Klairon on a steady routine 
of easy exercise during his stay here. The 
only exceptions were when he was blown 
out 3 furlongs and galloped out an addi- 
tional eighth before both the Foreign Bred 
and United Nations. 

Carratt. a 38-year-old Frenchman. who 
speaks fluent English in a Cockney accent. 
believes Deforge’s unfamiliarity with the 
course probably compromised Klairon’s 
chances in the Foreign Bred. in which he 
finished third, beaten 3 lengths. He ob- 
served that the colt made 2 or 3 runs in 
the qualifying event. breaking stride on 
the tight first turn. Running again. he 
was pinched off, but came on once more. 
He had no excuses in the United Nations. 
but then he didn’t need any. 

Klairon made the transatlantic flight 
with Georges Wildenstein’s Jolly Friar. 
which wheeled and did not run in the 
Foreign Bred, thus forfeiting his entry in 
the United Nations. Both horses shipped 
well. Carratt said. though they drifted 
some in weight. The horses were plane- 
bound for 29 hours. bad weather enforcing 
a 9-hour layover in Ireland. There was 
another stop in “Newfinland” before 
setting down in New York on September 


13.

Though she has raced horses recurrent- 
ly for 25 years. Mrs. Harry L. Nathenson 
did not attain national Turf prominence 
until *Blue Choir commenced his bid 
for the grass course championship this 
summer. The $73.600 the Irish-bred earn- 
ed in winning the United Nations was 
considerably more than the stable amassed 
all last year. Prior to the advent of 
*Blue Choir. the *Talon colt Guy, winner 
of the Daingerfield Handicap as a 3-year- 
old in 1953. was the best performer to 
run in the orange and black Halloween 
colors of the Chicago-owned outfit. 

After a number of lean years the stable’s 
fortunes took a turn for the better last 
winter when Ray Bell approached his 
friend Harry Nathenson. a Chicago build- 
ing contractor. with a scouting report on a 
half-dozen Irish horses on which he had 
options. Relying on pedigree, past per- 
formances. and Bell’s appraisal. Nathen- 
son chose *Blue Choir from the group. 
At Keeneland Nathenson sought the advice 
of Major Cyril Hall, who was in town to 
sell some of the Aga Khan’s mares. Hall 
confirmed the selection. 

The purchase was made from the breed- 
er. Lady Ainsworth. for a “modest sum.” 
*Blue Choir won himself out before the U. 
N. The colt arrived from Ireland in early 
December of last year and was shipped 
to Florida. where the Nathensons make 
their winter home. 
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The accompanying pictures show the start and finish of Atlantic City’s United 
Nations Handicap. At the walk-up start Prince Hill, the principal American- 


bred contender, left jockey Joe Culmone lying face down in the grass.

Choir, the favorite, outclassed his other rivals in the stretch, and at the finish 
he was 3! lengths in front of Chevation, the early pace-setter. 


Trainer Bob Lilly. who has conditioned 
the Nathenson horses for 3 years. gave

at Hialeah and saddled him for his first 
American win in an allowance event at 
Balmoral-at-Washington Park on June 1. 
Since then he has won 5 races. 4 
of them stakes. All his victories have been 
on the turf.

*Blue Choir is a bay. neither particular- 
ly handsome nor robust. standing about 
15:3. His Lexington-bred-and-raised_ train- 
er claims he is a kind animal. save when 
time comes to gallop him. He'll work 
well enough when set down, but precau- 
tions must be taken when he is galloped. 
else he'll make off with his boy. 


To cope with *Blue Choir’s heavy-head- 
edness while exercising. still not 
aggravate his tender mouth, Lilly devised a 
special hackamore (bitless). and oriented 
his boy in its use. When the colt makes 
an attempt to set out on his own, shorten- 


ing the reins exerts considerable pressure 
on the noseband, cutting off the wind. thus 
subduing runaway tendencies. The pres- 
sure is released and renewed as necessary. 
Only a boy familiar with the apparatus 
is allowed to gallop the colt. *Blue Choir 
is galloping more kindly now and _ Lilly 
thinks it soon will be possible to do away 
with the special equipment. 

Five of the 10 horses in the Nathenson 
stable are 2-year-olds. As one might ex- 
pect. the Chicago owners have made 
several other foreign purchases since *Blue 
Choir’s rise to fame, and Nathenson is 
negotiating for several more. The owners 
and trainer are enthusiastic over *Belle 
Collette. a 4-year-old filly by Beau 
Sabreur. She has been in this country 
about 3 months and is slated for a Florida 
campaign if all goes well. Ineligible for 
the Irish One Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
last year. *Belle Collette beat Pantomine 
Queen, which won both, in the trials be- 
fore each classic.

MICHIGAN 
Hearing No. 6 


Detroit. For the sixth time this year 
racing commissioner James H. Inglis last 
week presided over a public hearing on an 
application of the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Turf Club to build Detroit’s third running 
track. When the meeting broke up. the 
question appeared no nearer to a decision 
and a seventh hearing was scheduled for 
October 8. 

As the hearing dragged on. officials 
of the Turf Club grew more and more 
disgusted. but they hesitated to walk out 
on the commissioner and seek redress in 
the courts. 

Asst. Att. Gen. Wilbur DeYoung. hand- 
ling the questioning for Inglis. continued 
to build up a voluminous record of the 
hearings. Some said this was designed 
to strengthen the commissioner’s case if 
he went to court. DeYoung insisted that 
the detailed record only brought out the 
weakness of the Turf Club’s plans for a 
track in Troy Township and showed what 
its backers still had to do to qualify for a 
license. 

“There are questions in my mind.” said 
Inglis, “about the zoning, land options. 
drainage, and other items. Until these are 
settled to my satisfaction. no decision 
will be made.” Attorney Joseph Marshall. 
representing the track promoters, main- 
tained that all these matters are settled. 
or could be in due time without continu- 
ing the hearings. 

“We still have not heard from your 2 
main stockholders.” said Inglis. “I want 
to question Edward Rosenberg (a_build- 
er who has subscribed for $600.000 worth 
of stock) and Dr. Jack Winshall ($500.- 
000 worth) .” 

Marshall promised that these men would 
appear at the next meeting along with a 
dozen other stockholders. 

Hearing No. 6 produced 4 stockholders 
who told how they had become interested 
in the venture. They were Dr. B. A. Mil- 
ton. Dr. Benjamin Bratt. architect Theo- 
dore Rogvoy, and builder David Kay.

Viewpoints: Home and Abroad 


Rectal examination of a mare as a 
means of determining the proper time to 
breed her. thus cutting down the number 
of services required to get her in foal. was 
the subject of an essay this month in 
the British Racehorse, edited by David 
Livingstone-Learmonth. 

“This technique has been extensively 
used in practice for the past 3 vears at 
the Beech House Stud at Newmarket. 
where the great stallion Nearco stands, 
and, I understand. was practiced long 
before that at Lord Derby's studs.”  re- 
ported Nesbit Waddington. 

“By this method, when the visiting mare 
shows normal signs at the trying board of 
coming into season she is examined by a 
veterinary surgeon practiced in this teehni- 
que. and he is able manually to determine 
whether the egg is there and about to be 
released or not. 

“If no egg is there. and the mare is in 
a state of false pride. naturally she is not 
covered. as this would most certainly be 
fruitless. If the egg is there. but not ripe. 
the veterinary surgeon can usually predict. 
from experience. that it will be released 
in say one or two days. and tell the stud 
groom to have the mare covered then. 
If the egg is ripe at the time of the 
examination the mare is. of course. covered 
immediately.” 

The principal advantage gained by 
rectal examination of the mare. according 
to Waddington. is that a stallion can ser- 
vice more mares in a season. Secondary 
advantage: “No mare would have twins 
by the stallion, since veterinary examina- 
tion will show if 2 eggs instead of one 
are being released. and the veterinary 
surgeon can then puncture one of the 
ovaries to eliminate the chance of twins.” 

In the case of Nearco, whose mares 
have been manually examined each of the 
last 3 years. Waddington provided the 
following information: He was bred to 40 
mares each year from 1952 to 1954. In 
1952 he required 90 services: in 1953. 81: 
in 1954. 92. His fertility percentage for 
1952 was 77.5. in 1953 it was 89. and for 
1954 an estimated 75 per cent. 


The Blood-Horse submitted Wadding- 
ton’s article to Dr. Horace N. Davis. Lex- 
ington veterinarian and owner of Blue- 
grass Heights Farm. who found a little bit 
of good and a little bit of bad in Wadding- 
ton’s proposal that the technique used 
with Nearco be extended. 

Said Dr. Davis: “The manual palpation 
of the equine ovarian follicles as a means 
of determining the time of ovulation is not 
new or revolutionary in veterinary practice. 
especially in Europe. It has been known 
and practiced to some degree by breeding 
specialists for many years. I was told 


several years ago by a Swedish veterin- 
arian that he always examined the ovaries 
—as well as examined with a_ vaginal 
speculum all mares under examination 
for true estrus. 

“In the United States cattle are frequent- 
ly checked for breeding time by palpation 
of ovarian follicles by bovine specialists. 
Examination in cattle is probably easier 
and more accurate due to thinner ovarian 
outer tunic. That of a mare is very tough 
and dense. making accurate palpation 
difficult and less satisfactory.” 

Dr. Davis thought manual examination 
less useful than examination by use of the 


speculum. He found 3 advantages, how- 
ever. manual examination: 1) It is 
theoretically possible to detect double 


ovulation which might result in twins. 2) 
the mare may be bred immediately after 
examination. and 3) in rare instances it is 
possible to detect ovarian pathology. 

The advantages of examination with a 
vaginal speculum: less danger of injury 
and less discomfort to the mare, less time- 
consuming. fewer inspections, less physical 
effort for the veterinarian. earlier 
detection of vaginal and cervical injuries 
or infections. 

“The over-all effectiveness of the 2 
techniques may be about equal. in so far 
as the number of resulting pregnancies 
are concerned. assuming all mares are 
clean and healthy.” he said. “The un- 
healthy ones are always with us, and will 
be found chiefly with the spec technique.” 


On Blistering and Firing 


From the introduction to an article by 
Dr. J. D. Wheat on the use of hydrocor- 
tisone in the treatment of joint and tendon 
disorders, in the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. 


Although improved methods have been 
developed for the treatment of inflam- 
matory conditions of the locomotor system 
in general. little progress has been made 
in this phase of equine practice... . 
In horses. almost every disease of the 
articular, ligamentous or synovial struc- 
tures of the legs has traditionally been 
subjected to blistering agents and firing. 
These techniques are still the most com- 
monly used corrective measures. Both of 
these practices have a limited justification 
in modern veterinary medicine. Many be- 
lieve that they are of little value, merely 
cause the animal needless discomfort, and 
that their only advantage is that they cause 
the animal to be rested because of the 
trauma induced.

When Belmont Park decided to stretch the old 
Sysonby Mile another furlong and to put up a prize 
of $100,000, it did so with the hope that the race 
would prove attractive to Nashua and Swaps. as 
well as to the year’s best handicap horses. Swaps 
went back to California to have the soft spot cut 
out of his foot. but Belmont Park still came up 
with the year’s best horse race. The Sysonby drew 
High Gun, Helioscope, and Jet Action, 3 of the 
season’s best handicap runners: Nashua, the best 
3-year-old in training; and Mr. Turf, an opportunist 
which was in for anything he could get. 

The bettors strongly favored Nashua, which was 
65-100. Helioscope was second choice at 36-10. 
High Gun was 45-10, Jet Action, 61-10, and Mr. 
Turf, 31-1. 

Four horses, with Nashua on the outside, came 
out of the starting gate and ran the first quarter- 
mile as if they were hitched together, leaving 
High Gun 7 lengths in the rear. Mr. Turf attained 
a clear lead in another furlong, then quickly with- 
drew from the picture. Around Belmont’s big 
turn Jet Action. Helioscope, and Nashua stayed 
heads apart, with High Gun now about 5 lengths 
off the pace. At the top of the stretch Nashua 
made his last bid. Jet Action repulsed the 
challenge and pulled away to a 2-length lead at 


the eighth-pole. The mud-spattered High Gun, 
moving fast on the outside, caught Jet Action 


a jump or so from the finish, won by a head. 
Nashua finished third, nearly 2 lengths behind 
the leaders and 3% lengths in front of Helioscope. 

The Sysonby was High Gun’s third and most 
impressive win this year. He previously had taken 
the Brooklyn and Metropolitan Handicaps and 
finished second in the Suburban and Monmouth 
Handicaps. The Sysonby was his first start since 
he finished seventh to Platan in the Arlington 
Handicap on July 30, Two days after the Sysonby 
it was announced that High Gun would be re- 
tired to stud immediately.

How Much in the Catalogue? 


The provoking question of just how 
much information sales company 
should include in its catalogues was 
discussed at a meeting in Lexington on 
Saturday, September 24, of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. The agenda 
also had included scrimmages on 
early-closing stakes and turf racing. 
but the first was cut short and_ the 
second was left off entirely in the rush 
to see the Sysonby Stakes on television. 

Most of the discussion was supplied 
by a 5-man panel: Clarkson Beard, 
manager of Greentree Farm: T. 
Bishop. manager of Keeneland: Wil- 
liam S. Evans. manager of the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company: Charles Kenney. 
manager of Stoner Creek Stud; and 
John H. Clark. Lexington owner. train- 
er. and trader. Joe Thomas was moder- 
ator. 

The first question was how much in- 
formation a sales company should pro- 
vide in its catalogues. Clark and Beard 
wanted) more detailed information. 
Evans and Kenney—representing ven- 
dors—were: pretty much satisfied with 
catalogues as they now are produced. 
Bishop enjoyed a seat on the sidelines. 

Evans said his board of directors was 
considering a more comprehensive 
pedigree page. one which would include 
examples of racing class and earnings. 
but it was his personal opinion that the 
company now Was putting enough in- 
“especially for 


formation in catalogues 
the summer sale. when we have a selec- 
tion committee screening entries.” 

Clark. the only panel member who 
had come equipped with notes, thought 
the omissions more important than the 
information now provided. He would 
include all foals of the first dam. their 
sex and the year each was foaled. and 
average-earnings indexes for the dam 
and her produce. He would give most 
space to an analysis of the first dam, 
less to the second dam, and so on. He 
thought a more informative catalogue 
wouldn't hurt a sale at all. It would 
allow buyers to buy with more con- 
fidence. would put truer values on 
horses. and would allow a new buyer a 
fairer chance to make intelligent selec- 
tions. If one sales yearling were hurt 
by this illumination, another would be 
helped. 

Beard said that a catalogue should 
not be considered a means of advertis- 
ing horses. that it should go “straight 
down the middle.” He likened it to a 
Sears Roebuck catalogue, in which a 
buyer is given facts. 

“IT think the omissions are the biggest 


fault with most catalogues.” he said. 
“The catalogues are largely cluttered 
with superfluous information.” He felt 
that in this respect the Fasig-Tipton 
catalogue was superior to that of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. 


“The sales company is operated by 
sellers. If the buyers had their way, 
they would insist on better informa- 
tion.” Clark said. 

“You boys are talking from a_buy- 
standpoint.” said Kenney. “The 
sales company should pitch its cata- 
logue to the seller. There is some 
salesmanship in this business. believe 
me. 

The Stoner Creek manager said that 
the Breeders’ Sales Company's selec- 
tion committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber. needed all the information jt 
could get in order to make its selection: 
but the information was hard to come

by in the brief time that the committee 
was at work. The business of screen- 
ing 800-odd yearlings, which of neces- 
sity must start early in the year, made 
it extremely difficult to provide all that 
Clark was asking. 

Evans explained that in recent years 
the Breeders’ Sales Company had been 
saving space on its pedigree pages by 
cutting down on details about establish- 
ed sires. This fall it will save more 
space for valuable information by only 
naming stakes engagements for which 
a horse has been made eligible and 
listing the tracks, payments. and other 
information elsewhere in the catalogue. 

Clark thought this a step in the right 
direction, and he suggested still another 
improvement: In the case of brood- 


mares, instead of using about an inch 
of type at the top of the page, condens- 
ing what may be found below. why 
not save this for notes on the stallion 
to which the mare has been bred? 
At this point. Thomas turned the 


discussion to early-closing stakes. Are 

they really necessary? he asked. 
Keeneland’s Bishop thought that 

they were. In addition to building 


tradition for a race track. early-closing 
stakes also help make purses more 
attractive. 

Are future-type races an encourage- 
ment to breeders? 

Beard admitted that a farm took con- 
siderable pride in breeding a winner of 
a futurity, but he thought that futurities 
now were getting a little out of hand. 
“A couple of years ago the forfeits on 
36 horses in training for Greentree 
amounted to $45.000. ... It’s gotten out 
of balance.”

Calumet Farm trainer Ben A. Jones. 
speaking from the audience. said he 
was “absolutely against them.” 

Bishop said that most tracks now 
were putting all they could into stakes 
and overnight purses. and if early pay- 
ments were done away with the horse- 
man wouldn't make as much money. 
The breeder is benefiting from all this 
prosperity, and the payments—at 
Keeneland, at least—are no burden. 

President Ira Drymon asked Bishop 
how much money Keeneland received 
for early-closing stakes. Bishop cited 
the Alcibiades Stakes. for which Keene- 
land took 1,800 entries at $10 each. 

Drymon studied his watch and ad- 
journed the meeting with an offer to 
finish the discussion at another time.

King Ranch’s High Gun. which cli- 
maxed his 4-year-old season with a_bril- 
liant victory in the Sysonby Stakes on 
September 24, was retired to stud 2 days 
later. Max Hirsch. High Gun’s trainer. 
said the colt had shown “slight” signs of 
suspensory trouble for some time—and 
we don’t want to take any chances.” 

Robert J. Kleberg, King Ranch owner. 
echoed Hirsch’s feelings. He told Bill 
Boniface. Baltimore Sun Turf writer. “It 
is my thought that Thoroughbreds are 
raced for the purpose of proving their 
worth. In my opinion. High Gun has 
proven himself a champion. He has ac- 
complished all we have asked of him and 
has no farther to go as a race horse. It 
would be foolish to risk breaking down a 
good horse by continued racing under 
heavy imposts.” 

In 3 years High Gun won 11 of 24 starts 
and earned $486.025. He was voted the 
best 3-year-old of 1954. He will stand 
next year at King Ranch’s Kentucky farm. 

By *Heliopolis—Rocket Gun. by Bra- 
zado. High Gun was bred by Kellar M. 
and W. Paul Little and Cary C. Boshamer. 
who had bought Rocket Gun from King 
Ranch for $3.600 at the 1947 Keeneland 
fall sales. Foaled March 15. 1951, at the 
Littles’ Palmeadow Stock Farm. Lexing-

ton. High Gun was sold to Hirsch for 
$10.200 at the 1952 Keeneland summer 
sales. 

Slow to develop at 2. High Gun did not 
get to the races until October 20. 1953. 
when he won a maiden race at Jamaica. 
He ran in 2 allowance races before year’s 
end. winning one. In the first 2 months 
ot his 3-year-old) campaign he finished 
third in the Wood Memorial. Withers, 
and Jersey Stakes and fourth in the Dela- 
ware Valley Stakes. 

Beginning with the Peter Pan Handicap 
at Belmont Park on June 5 High Gun 
developed into the most consistent horse 
of the year. He went on to win the Bel- 
mont. Dwyer. and Sysonby Stakes. the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. and the Manhat- 
tan Handicap. He was third in the Ar- 
lington Classic. second in the Americar 
Derby. beth won by Errard King. 

This year High Gun made only 7 starts. 
Before the Sysonby he won the Metropoli- 
tan and Brooklyn Handicaps and finished 
second in the Suburban and Monmouth 
Handicaps. He was unplaced in the Car- 
ter and Arlington Park Handicaps. 


10 Years Ahead of Time 


Before the War of 1941. when cocky. 
stocky Joe Metz was running horses wher- 
ever the condition book looked greenest.

he promised himself that by the time he 
was 45 years old he would have some land 
of his own near Lexington. 

“But when the war was over.” he said. 
“IT traveled around to some of the tracks, 
just trying to get the layout again, and | 
noticed that things were tougher than they 
used to be. Help was hard to get. and 
when you got it the guys were telling you 
how to run your horses. Stalls were short, 
and it just didn’t look good to me any 
more.” 

He called on Owen Campbell, with 
whom he had been boarding several mares, 
aud asked for help in finding a farm to 
lease. It happened that Campbell’s busi- 
ness partner, W. S. (Wick) Rogers. own- 
ed a farm along the Lane Allen Road, 
and Rogers agreed to rent Metz about 320 
acres. Metz set up his Mare’s Rest Farm 
there in 1948, when he was 35 years old. 


“That was about 10 years before I had 
expected to come here. but now I’m glad 
it worked out that way. I’ve got 17 mares 
of my own—nearly all of them stakes win- 
ners or dams of stakes winners—and some 
good clients—Charfran Stable. 
Burke’s High Tide Stable. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Hooper. T. O. Campbell. J. Howard 
King, and my brother E. P. Metz.” Metz 
poked an arm out of the car window and 
pointed to a huge white house and fenced 
fields. “And now I’ve got this new farm 
of my own.” 

Metz bought his new place on the Shan- 
non Run Pike this summer from L. R. 
Cooke. a Lexington Chevrolet dealer who 
had made an avocation of pure-bred cattle 
until his poor health foreed him off the 
farm. Along with the 5-bathroom. white- 
brick residence—*Why, the living room 
alone is bigger than the whole house we're 
living in now’—Metz got 224 acres of crop 
and pasture land. and he picked up a 
lease on another 80 acres across the road.

He and his attractive red-haired wife plan 
to move into the big house next July. at 
which time Lexington’s subdividers will 
begin cutting up the land he now leases 
from Rogers. 

Of the 80 acres across from the house 
he plans to use 55 acres for 12 paddocks. 4 
for stallions and 8 for yearling colts. and 
25 acres for barren mares and yearling 
fillies. Contractors already have staked 
out a 4stall stallion barn and 16-stall 
barns for yearling colts and fillies. 

“Each stallion will have his own pad- 
dock. and the barn will be concrete block. 
I like that best. because the block holds 
the heat in winter. and its cool in 
summer.” he said. The stallions won't 
have free access to their private paddocks. 
however. “because I don’t want my men 
to get lazy. I want them to handle the 
horses, to pay attention to them. Take 
Crafty Admiral and Education. they’re 
easy-going horses. and a man doesn’t have 
to worry much with them: but you get one 
like With Pleasure—he’s a fretter, a more 
nervous kind—and you got to watch him. 
can't let him stay outside too long.” 

A cattle barn near the house was being 
remodeled into a 13-stall foaling barn. and 
Metz charged through the middle of it, 
explaining how he would tear this down. 
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build this up. put big glass windows in 
the watchman’s room so the mares could 
be watched all night. 

At the rear of the barn he stopped. 
pointed out over the fields. and challenged 
anyone to find a prettier view. “And you 
see over there—Mr. Cooke had about a 
hundred acres of corn and alfalfa. Im 
going to keep 30 acres of each. and that’s 
enough to get me through the year... . 
Sure. I like alfalfa; but I wouldn’t want 
them to get too much of it. I keep a gate 
open between the alfalfa and the blue- 
grass. they get what they need of both.” 

Metz led the way into a 6.000-bushel 
silo on one side of the foaling barn. 
Workmen were building a kind of ceiling 
over the ground level. and Metz explained 
he intended to use the bottom of the silo 
for a tack room. “Ill keep the oats up 
there,” he said. “and theyll drop into a 
crusher that'll be right here. Crush them 
every day.” 

Metz will grow 111% acres of tobacco. 
and will feed 50 to 75 head of cattle. 

“T always wanted a place like this.” he 
said. “I grew up in Covington. and when 
I was 13 I was walking hots at Latonia, 
and when I was 20 I bought my first 
horse. First time I ran her she paid

Calitornia Revisited 


Fifteen years ago, when the writer made 
his first extensive tour of Thoroughbred 
breeding farms in California. the last stop 
was at a well known ranch which had 
barren mountains for scenery. barren pad- 
decks for The only noticeable 
extent of greenery was an alfalfa field on 
the lowest part of the land. The horses 
were fed nothing but alfalfa. most of 
chopped and dried and fed to them in 
troughs in the middle of small paddocks. 


horses. 


“There is no parasite problem here.” 
the owner remarked. “I worm my pastures 
with a blowtorch.” 

At another ranch the short-cropped grass 
grew from a sod so deep and thick that 
it was difficult to take a piece and tear it 
apart with the hands. The horses raised 
there. like those from the place where 
the owner had jested about worming with 
a blowtorch. were something less than hell 
on wheels. but they looked good. and they 
ran very well. their modest parentage con- 
sidered. 

Between these 2. extremes—between 
them geographically and agriculturally— 
was such a diversity of size. contour. eleva- 
tion. soil, improvements, water availability, 
and management practice that only one 
tentative generalization emerged: if the 
land was good. it was put to profitable 
agricultural uses. otherwise it was accept-

able for raising race horses. And 
this generalization failed to stand close 
inspection. There were so many excep- 


tions. that it had to be discarded. 


even 


It still is difficult to generalize about 
breeding in) California. because 
California is diversity itself. Death Valley 
is the lowest and hottest place in the U. S.. 
and 60 miles west of it is the highest peak 
in the country. Mt. Whitney was 14.496 
feet above sea level when I looked it up 
in August. and I was not at all surprised 
to find it 5 feet higher in the next reference 
I checked. The state has immense deserts. 
and it has the largest and oldest trees in 
the world. The mean annual rainfall 
varies from 80 inches or more in the red- 
weod forests of the north down to 2 inches 
in the southeast. and usually it varies by 
at least 25 per cent from the established 
average for a given section. A_ biologist 
working in California alone could cata- 
logue virtually all the flora and fauna 
found in the other 47 states. and have 
some specimens left over.

Westward the Course of History .. . 


The diversity extends. of course. to the 
people, but they agree almost unanimously 
on one significant matter: they are con- 
vinced that Horace Greeley was being 
very wise when he told young men where 
to go. 


On August 2, 1769. Don Gaspar de 


Portola’s expedition crossed what Father 
Juan Crespi named Rio de Nuestra Senora 
La Reina de Los Angeles de Porciuncula. 
The name is the only thing that has 
shrunk. The population of California. and 
particularly of southern California. always 
has increased by in-migration more than 
by excess of births over deaths. and in 
recent years the westward trend has been 
accelerated. Population grew by 86.5. per 
cent in the 20 years ending in 1950. as 
compared with a national increase of 22.7 
per cent. and in the last 4 vears California 
has grown faster than any other state. 

The population. reported as 10.586.223 
as of April 1. 1950. was slightly over 13.- 
000.000 on July 1. 1955. According to 
current estimates, it will reach 14.600,000 
by 1960. and 20.500.000 by 1975. San 
Diego. which had a 75.000 population in 
1920. is expected to reach a million about 
1975. 

These figures are important to  horse- 
men for local reasons and to racing in 
general for national reasons. 


Expensive Acreage 


Locally. the pressure of population is 
such that California Thoroughbreds. as a 
group. now are being raised on the most 
expensive horse-breeding acreage the 
world—today’s ranch is tomorrow's sub- 
division. Nationally. the westward flow 
of population means a westward shift of 
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votes. homes. buying power, and money 
left over for expenditure on things not al- 
together necessary for the preservation of 
life. Racing’s center of gravity is moving 
west, and the movement is having a_pro- 
found effect on Thoroughbred breeding. 

The drift of in-migration. always the 
most important factor in the growth of 
California. has been accelerated since 
World War Il. So many people have 
made the San Fernando Valley their home 
that the horse-breeding ranches. once thick- 
er there than anywhere else in California. 
are now thinning out at a rate which 
suggests their almost complete disappear- 
ance Ina matter of a few vears. The few 
which are left are grazing horses on land 
whese value ranges from about $4,000 an 
acre up to twice that amount. Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Amarillo Ranch, one 
of the best horse farms ever built in Cali- 
fornia. has been dismantled within the pas: 
month. Walter MeCarty’s Rolling Hills is 
waiting for a buyer. The others are keep- 
ing busy until the subdivider comes. 

From the San Fernando Valley. which 
lies northwest of downtown Los Angeles. 
the bulk oof Thoroughbred breeding 
activity in southern California has shifted 
into the area directly east of Los Aneeles. 
with the heaviest concentration near Chino 
and Riverside. roughly 40 miles from the 
huge city’s traffie plexus. The farms 
there. including the Old English Ranchos. 
Greenacres Stud) Farm. the Ellsworth 
ranches. and the big place recently bought 
by C. H. Jenes and Sons from W. W. 
Naylor. are in one of the natural paths 
of metropolitan expansion. but real estate 
men look for growth mainly in the opposite 
direction. toward Ventura, west and north. 
Horse breeders in the Chino-Riverside area 
expect to stay put for several years, at 
least—but they all have street’ numbers 
now, 


The Highest Buying Power 


The tremendous drift of population into 
the urban centers in southern California 
—and to Phoenix. Tucson. and other cities 
in the Southwest—has been accompanied 
by a tremendous drift of wealth. Holly- 
wood Park and Santa Anita Park. in the 
environs of Los Angeles. are the most 
prosperous race tracks in the world. Del 
Mar. California’s counterpart of Saratoga. 
has been the scene of the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association’s summer 
yearling sale for the last 2 years. and the 
market there. horse for horse. is almost 
certainly the highest in the world. 

Perhaps it is also important that in 
southern California an owner may have 
his business. his home, and his horses 
within an area small enough that, if he 
goes to see his horses at a race track or at 
a farm. he does so with a minimum of 
effort, without interrupting the routine 
of business. whereas the man who lives in 
New York and has horses on a farm in 
Maryland, Virginia, or Kentucky frequent- 
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Morvicu 
California's first Kentucky Derby winner. 


lv finds it difficult to unmix enough time 
from business to allow him the pleasure of 
seeing his horses. 

Further. there still is a 10 per cent award 
for the breeder of a California-bred win- 
ner in California. This provision. institut- 
ed as an incentive toward higher produc- 
tion. long since has become unnecessary. 
if it ever was necessary. but in the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1955. it was respon- 
sible for the payment of $381.188 to breed- 
ers in the state. 


Swaps and Morvich 


There are, at any rate. so many factors 
at work to increase the scope and import- 
ance of racing and breeding in California 
that whatever progress is being made 
there is of national interest. The report 
given here is based on brief visits to a 
sampling of Thoroughbred ranches. none 
of them more than 75 miles from Los 
Angeles There was insufficient time for 
Frank Bishop's Laguna Seca Ranch and 
other important breeding centers toward 
the north. or for the collection of detailed 
notes on the couple of dozen places that 
were seen. under the guidance of Col. F. 
W. Koester. general manager. Lou Rowan. 
president. and Dr. B. J. Errington. con- 
sulting veterinarian of the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. 

Nevertheless. enough was seen and heard 
in a few busy days to substantiate the con- 
clusion that Thoroughbred breeding facili- 
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ties in California have been only 
greatly enlarged. but tremendously im- 
proved. within the last few years. and that 
the improvements foreshadow the possible 
growth of sectional rivalry into genuine 
sectional competition with the 
breeding centers of the East. 

The victory of Swaps in the 1955 Ken- 
tucky Derby gained for California breed- 
ing a respect which horsemen in the East 
have been slow to concede, and still are 
unwilling to concede without reservation. 
For practical purposes. however. the 
triumph of Swaps in 1955 reflected less 
credit on California than did that of Mor- 
vich in 1922. The pedigree of Swaps was 
gcod enough for a classic winner any- 
where. Morvich was by Runnymede out 
of Hymir. by Dr. Leggo (by Puryear D.) 
out of Georgia Girl. by *Solitaire I. The 
few old-timers who can remember that far 
back would have difficulty finding in Mor- 
vich’s genealogy the sources of his class. 
California environment perhaps should be 
credited with a significant assist.

What 10 Acres Can Do 


That the environment of horses in Cali- 
fornia has improved greatly since the days 
of Morvich is beyond question. but the 
Eastern horseman. after looking over the 
ranches there for the first time. still is 
likely to come away shaking his head. 
The paddocks are small in comparison 
with those east of the Mississippi. and the 
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number of horses turned out may be double
